The Madrid and Washington Cabinets both 
discussed the Virginius matter yesterday, but 
the public are none the wiser for their delibera- 
tions.

The returns of the Assessors in Massachu- 
setts are nearly all in, and show a falling off in 
taxable property for 1873. The total valuation 
for 1872 inereased nearly 6200, 000. 000 over 1871, 
but there will be a falling off of about $125,000, - 
000 for the present year, the causes of which are 
set down to the Boston fire, the failure of in- 
surance companies, and the general decline in 
values. In real estate there is everywhere a 
gain, the totals from the cities showing $1,197,- 
366,967 for 1873, against 61, 188,520,019 for 1872. 
In personal property, however, the decrease is 
very large, as may be seen from the following 
figurés from a few of the cities which are fair 
samples of nearly all: In Boston the loss is $15,- 
695,650; Worcester, $503,266; Charlestown, 
$481,738; Lynn, $384,848; Newton, $926,129; 
Haverhill, $816,850; Gloucester, $250,513; and 
Newburyport, $11,560.

The banking reforms proposed by the New 
York Clearing-House make -no very rapid prog- 
ress. A meeting of the Clearing-House was 
held yesterday and a new committee appointed 
to consider the proposed reforms, and reduce 
them if possible to 2 shape to pleaso everybody. 
This action is interpreted in New York to 
mean that the attempt of the Clearing- 
House to assume legislative powers over 
the banks has failed, and that hereafter 
each bank will be left to manage its own busi- 
ness in its own way, and to abide the results. 
The question of interest on deposits and 
certification of checks is considered very ex- 
his annual report. Alluding to the vicious 
practices and the demoralization of business 
and banking induced by the practice of paying 
interest on deposits, he says that the adop- 
tion in all the cities of the country 
of a regulation like that proposed by 
the New York Clearing-House would do. much 
more good than can ever be accomplished by any 
legislation of Congress. What is really wanted, 
is a law applicable alike to all National and 
State banks, and this there is no prospect of 
getting. The Comptroller recommends the abo- 
lition of the tax on demand deposits, and 
an increase of the tax on deposits on 
which interest is paid, as a measure 
that will mitigate this evil. He gives the names 
of National Banks which have been placed in the 
hands of Receivers for their violation of the pro- 
hibition against certifying checks not secured by 
deposits, and promises to enforce the law with 
equal severity against all banks that offend in 
this way. | 
Judge Tipton, of the McLean County Circuit 
Court, rendered a decision yesterday in the case 


Clinton & Springfield Railroad, charging them 
with gross mismanagement of the Company's 
affairs, and praying for the appointment of a 
Receiver.

The power and control of the Common Coun- 
cil over this subject is complete. Acting under 
that power, it has in several instances and in 
several ordinances prohibited the sale of liquor, 
ete,, and the keeping open of the saloons on 
Sunday. It has made Sunday-closing one of the 
conditions of the license itself. All these ordi- 
nances hiving been enacted by the Common 
Council, that body may as readily repeal 
them all. 

There being, therefore, no room for contro- 
versy as to the power of the Common Council to 
repeal the Sunday clause in the license law and 
the other Sunday prohibitions, it is a pertinent 
question why the Common Council should not 
do so. If there was one thing more distinctly 
at issue than another in the late election, it was 
the Sunday ordinance. That issue was distinot- 
ly made months before the election; it was 
thoroughly understood by all voters, and every 
man who went to the polls or staid away on elec- 
tion day knew that the one ticket repre- 
sented the Suaday laws and the other the 
abolition of such laws. Every man elected to 
the Common Council was elected on that issue. 
The people elected the anti-Sunday law ticket 
by a majority of more than 10,000. There can 
be no doubt of the popular will as expressed at 
the polls. Why, then, should not the City Coun- 
cil carry out the popular demand? What reason 
can they give for not doing so? We trust that 
there is no intention to resort to the cow- 
ardly and demoralizing policy of letting the ob- 
jectionable law stand on the book without en- 
forcing it. That policy ir of all others the most 
despicable and unworthy. It is diagrace- 
ful to the city, and involves a per 
sistent disregard of official obligations and 
oaths. Mayor Colvin must, upon his oath, 


“execute the Sunday law as rigorously as Mayor 


Medill, Mayor Bond, or any other Mayor. The 
police will be under the same obligations to 
arrest, aud the courts to fine and imprison, and 
the Mayor to revoke the licenses. If these laws 
be not repealed, we will have the old controversy 
all over again, and made perpetual. The refuzal 
of the Mayor to enforce the law will render him 
liable to impeachment, and that its enforcement 


will be demanded there is no doubt. The Com- 


mon Council cannot shirk this question, nor 
throw the responsibility on the Mayor. The 
Council was elected to repeal those laws, and 
they should take the responsibility. 

The opening of the saloons on Sunday by no 
means involves the countenancing of disorder. 
If the public peace and order can be maintained 


ia the saloons six days and nights in the week, 


they can be maintained on seven days 
equally well. It was the declared purpose of the 
People’s Party to suppress the disorderly places 
entirely, and to leave the orderly and well-con- 
ducted ones free from Sunday molestation. 
Now let them doit. They will not find the sup- 
porters of Mayor Bond in the receat election 
whimpering at any honest, manly course they 


may take. But if they come short of their plat- 


form ; if they proclaim themselves in favor of 
tho Sunday ordinance but opposed to its en- 
forcement, they will win respect from nobody, 
and breed a row in their own camp which will 
trouble them hereafter. 

PRESIDENT’S WAR-FEVER. 

Gen. Grant’s voice is said to be for war. He 
Has reserved his declaration of it until the war 
spasm which seized a portion of the people 
abated. It is very evident now that the desire 
for war with Spain has not at any time taken a 
very strong hold upon the public, and what there 
was of it has pretty much disappeared. But just 
as the people are beginning to cool off, and are 
discovering that we have as yet no cause for war 
with Spain, Gen. Grant, if we may credit the 
dispatches, imparts to a Western Congressman 
that he is in favor of war; that he will makes 
strong statement of the Vitginius case in his 
message to Congress, and that he would have 
declared war before this if he had not been 
restrained by the Constitution of the United 
States, which this privilege exclusively 
in Congress. Grant, it is well to 
remember, bas generally been in favor 
of war. He is a soldier by profession, educated 
by practice and success to believe in war. When- 
ever any clash of authority has occurred in the 
Southern States since the close of the Rebellion, 
hig first step has been to order the interference 
ot United States troops, regardless of the merits 
of the conflict. This was his action in the 
Louisiana troubles, and it was pointedly con- 
demned by the sentiment of Congress subse- 
quently expressed. Immediately after the sur- 
render of the Soutbern Rebels, he was in favor 
of going to war, in order to drive the French 
out of Mexico. The opposition of Secretary 
Stanton prevented the consummation of his de- 
sire, which might otherwise have been brought 
about through his popularity and influence at 
that time. He likewise wanted to goto we: 
with Groat Britain on the Alabama question, 
which was ultimately decided in our favor by 
arbitration. 

There are, undoubtedly, many politicians hav- 
ing the ear of the President who look upon a 
foreign war as an avenue of escape from the 
doom which swift-coming events, and especially 
the financial crisis, are visiting upon their heads. 
A war would serve as a cover for the fraud and 


the people if their attention is distracted by 
something as terrible as a of resounding 
arms. It would also serve to direct their thoughts 
from the hard times, and, perhaps, to restore 
in part the deceptive appearance of prosperity 
incident to the inflation policy which wouid nat- 
uraily be adopted. Such a thought is at once 
selfish aud wicked, but it has been entertained 
by certain leaders of the Republizan party. Nev-

ANOTHER REFORM FOR THE FAEMERS.

of and from said firm of Scofield & Munn, as and for 
the said defendant, toll and compeusation for the said 
carriage and transportation of said coal upon and over 
said railroad, from said City of Chicago to eaid City of 
Freeport, in manner aforesaid, a large sum of money, 
to wit: the sum of $252.28, and that said sum of 
money so charged, collected, demanded, and received 
by said defendant of and from said firm of Scofield & 
Munn, for the carrying and transportation of said coal 
as aforesaid, then and there exceeded a fair and reason- 
able rate of toll and compensation for the carrying and 
transportation of said coal im manner aforesaid, in a 
large sumof money, to wit: in the sum of $100, and 
was then and there unjust, unfair, unreasonable, and 
extortionate, contrary to the form of the statute in 
such case made and provided, and against the peace 
and dignity of the said people of the State of Illinois, 
and thereby and by force of the said statute an action 
hath accrued to the said People of the State of Llinois 
to demand and have of and from the eaid defendant 
the sum of $5,000,—parcel of the sum above demanded. 

This may be translated, with a complete and 
intelligible statement of the case, as follows: 
July A, 1873, the Chicago & Northwestern Railway 
Company, a common carrier, carried ninety-six tons 
of coal, belonging to Lewis K. Scofield and Loyal L. 
Munn, doing business under the firm name of Scofield 
& Munn, from Chicago to Freeport, III., and charged 
and collected for such service the sum of $252.23, 
which complainant charges to be an excessive and un- 
reasonsbie toll by the amount of $100, and contrary to 
law. 

There were twenty-six counts iu the declara- 
tion, and every one of them repeated, with 
* damnable iteration,” the inextricable mass of 
useless and harrowing verbiage contained in the 
first, which would perplex the clearest mind un- 
used to legal forms, and which could be stated 
more lucidly and intelligently in five lines. There 
is no unusual verbosity in the present case, per- 
haps not so much as will be found in nine cases 
out of ten. In every paper of legal form,—in 
indictments, declarations, demurrers, pleas, 
answers, deeds, articles of agreement, etc., etc. 
—there is the same endless and confusing sur- 
plusage of words and phrases, repeated ad 
nauseum. Single sentences are dragged out to 
an interminable length, interlarded with exe- 
crable Latin and bastard French. These legal 
absurdities, which are the accumulation of whole 
ages of stuff and nonsense, have piled up until 
law has become synonymous with ambiguity, the 
courts clogged with 
business, the records enceinte with 
trash, and the expenses of going to law a 
accordingly. A resident of W City 
was aggrieved, some years ago, at being called 
“a d——d nigger,” when that title was one of 
supreme contempt, and, in applyiag for redress, 
presented forty-six counts, Which set forth 
forty-six different constructions of the objec- 
tionable designation. In other words, he not 
only complained that he had been calied “a 
d——d digger,” but that he had been so called 
in forty-six different ways, each more ob- 


stance of the senseless and burdensome ver- 
bosity with which pleadings are loaded down 
under our practice at common law, long 
since’ abandoned by more progressive 
communities. This isn’t the worst of it. 
Thus same flux of words, ordinarily used 


as a remedy for constipation of ideas, frequently 


serves the purpose of defeating justice. There 
was a famous lawsuit in New York, before the 
days of Law Reform in that State, which lasted 
a number of years, producing documents enough 
for a MS. library, and speeches enough 
for a session of Congress; and, when it had 
reached the Appellate Court, after years of time 
and thousands of dollars had been expended, it 
was decided by a majority of the Court of Ap- 
peals that tne action had been brought for tres- 
pass, when it ought to have been brought for 
trespass on the case ; consequently all parties 
had to begin de novo. In the meantime, the man 
who had commenced the action died. If a thief 
is mdicted for burglary, and the indictment 
omits to state forty or fifty times 
that he committed the burglary feloni- 
ously, the indictment falls and the thief es- 
capes. In a thousand different ways, too nu- 
merous to mention, the ends of justice are re- 
tarded and defeated by the senseless require- 
ments of the antiquated legal forms still em- 
ployed in this State. Various constructions of 


which were abandoned twenty years ago in En- 
gland where they originated, and Judge Bouvier 
required two huge legal volumes to merely de- 
fine the perploxity of terms employed in our 
bungling practice. | 

We advise the farmers, when they obtain con- 
trol of the Legislature, to undortake Law Re- 
form at the same time they undertake Railroad 
Reform. In Massachusetts, New York, Ohio, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, and many other States of the 
Union, the antiquated practice, with its 
jumbled technology and incomprehensible 
distinctions, has long since been absen- 
doned, and a Code established which 
is designed to state the law and the facts in as 
clear and concise a shape as the best-informed 


equity, which baffles the comprehension of ordi- 
nary minds, and yet demands an entirely differ- 
eat mode of procedure. The definition of 8 
court of equity, or chancery, is a “ court which 
administers justice according to the principles 
of equity ;” which would seem to imply that an 
action at law does not secure equity, It is not 


necessary to penetrate the subtlety of the dis- 


tinction, but only to recall that there are certain

Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce are possible in Illinois 
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cases which must be brought under one form, 
and others under the other, that both 
have their inextricable labyrinths of tech- 
nicalities and that it is fatal to get 
them mixed up. To abolish the distino- 
tion is to simplify the practice, and at the same 
time promote rather than impede the cause of 
justice. The object of 8 Code is (1) to bring 
all tho statutory enactments, alterations, and 
amendments into a systematic and harmouious 
arrangement, and (2) to introduce into the sys- 
tem all the ocher rules recognized by the common, 
or unwritten, law. Incident to tho latter is the 
purpose of dropping the accumulated synonyms 
and the tedious enumeration of details which 
barass all forms under the practice at common 
law, and substitute therefor a concise statement, 
sotting forth the principle in the fewest poxsi- 
ble words. Under our present practice, we al- 
ways have the iteration and paraphrase, the 
intricacy and obscurity of the Freeport case 
quoted above; under a Code we would have a 
plain and matter-of-fact statement correspond- 
ing to the translation we have made of the legal 
form. The opposition of lawyers to the adoption 
of a Code is explained by the fact that a young 
lawyer who masters it stands on equal footing, 
as regards mere mechanical execution, with old- 
er lawyers who know it no better; while, under 
the present practice, an inferior lawyer of longer 
experience and greater familiarity with mere 
form frequently has an advantage over superior 
ability and better information in the matter 
of law. It is to the interest of the people that 
the reverse should be the case, and we call upon 
the farmers to give their attention to it, since 
the lawyers in this State have been repeatedly 
appealed to in vain. 


WOMAN'S RIGHTS IN EVANSTON. 

A flagrant act of injustice is being perpetrated 
every week in the staid and sober suburb of 
Evanston, which demands public notice and the 
adoption of immediate measures for its correc- 
tion. The Northwestern University, located in 
that village, long ago threw its doors open to 
women and offered the same privileges to both 


} sexes. It was announced that they would be on 


terms of equality ; and, on the strength of such an 
announcement, the young ladies flocked to the 
University like doves to the windows. The young 
gentlemen enjoy absolute freedom,—that is, they 
are only obliged to keep up with their classes 
and to behave themselves like gentlemen. The 
two sexes having ostensibly the same privi- 
leges, the young ladies should only be 
obliged to keep up with their classes, 
and maintain a lady-like deportment. In 
place of this, the young ladies are compelled 
to go to a confessional once a week, and answei 
thirteen questions, many of them of the most 
exasperating character, which are furnished to 
them in the form of a printed blank, and to each 
of which they must write Yes” or No,“ asthe 
case may be. Every week these young ladies 


must inform the Principal if they have devoted | 


the entire time of their study hours to ; if 
they have left town without permission; 


have made or received calls without 


permission; if they haye walked with any gen- 
tleman or accepted pany to or from any 


mission; if have been quiet at all times; 
if they have extinguished their lights and retired 
at the hour; and if they have refrained 
entirely from whispering in classes, chapel, and 
2 Humiliating and absurd as many of 

questious are, ospecially to a girl of spirit, 


they find no special fault with any of them, ex- 


cept the one which catechizes them with 
regard to their association with young 
gentlemen, and to this they emphatically 
object. We submit, in their defense, that 
they have excellent reasons for so doing. It 
must be remembered that no restrictions are 
placed upon the young gentlemen. Conse- 
quently, the latter are very liable to walk home 
with the prettiest girls they can find, and to in- 
vite them out whonever they can get a chance. 


This is one of the weaknesses of human nature. 


It has been a custom of young gentlemen from 
time immemorial, and we presume it will be till 
the final trumpet blows, It is one of the rela- 
tions of society, which is as inevitable as fate. 
Now, what is the young lady to do under such 
circumstances? She goes out on the street and 
meets a young gentleman whom she knows, or 
she is taking a stroll on the lake shore, enjoying 
the beauties of Nature, when the aforesaid young 
gentleman accidentally, of course, happens to be 
in quest of the beauties of Nature at the same 
timo. and they meet by chance, the usual way.” 
What is more natural than that the young man, 
unless he is woman-proof, should offer his com- 
pavy, and that the two together should proceed 
to enjoy the grand expanse of the lake, the 
colossal majesty of the crib, and the distant 
white-winged vessels, dipping below the horizon ? 
Every one knows that the solitary enjoyment of 
the beauties of Nature isn't a touch to ita dual 
enjoyment, and besides this, the young man 
can’t help it. He isn’t responsible for wanting 
to share all this beauty with the young woman, 
nor for asking permission to walk with her and 
help her enjoy it also. The colloge regulations 
themselves recognize the impossibility of the 
young gentleman's acting any other way, by 
placing no restriction upon him. Now, we ro- 
peat, under such circumstances as these, What is 
the young woman to do? Is she to give the 
young gentleman the mitten? Is she to be im- 
polite and rude to her friend? Is she to send 
him away miserable, and be miserable herself ? 
There is another fearful emergency. Suppose 
the young gentleman won't take No“ for an 
answer, and insists upon. walking with her and 
helping her enjoy the beauties of Nature. Is 
that her fault? Must she be subjected to a 
mortifying discipline“ for doing something sho 
cannot help? Wo presume that, in ninety-nine 
cases out of one hundred, the young ladies of 
this University are compelled to write Yes” 
after the question,—that is if they are made ont 
of the same etuff as other young ladies, and iu 
every one of these cases the young men are to 
blame, although, of course, they can’t help it, as 
they are human beings. : 

We submit. therefore, that the young ladies 
are in the right when they demand that this 
obnoxious question shall be removed from their 
confessional. If it is not, and if on that account 


their membership in the University is to be prej- 


udiced, then it is only a simple matter of jus- 
tice that the young gentlemen should be put 
through a confessioral also, so that thegboasted 


equality of the sexes in this institution may be 


a fact and nota myta. Let them also be com- 
pelled to say whether they have been out of 
town, whether they have made calls, whether

have been quiet at all times, and whether they 
have put out their lights and gone to bed 
at the conventional collegiate hour? In 
these days of anti-monopoly, there is no 
justice in making discriminations against the 
young ladies in this cruel style, especially in an 
institution which claims to bestow equal priv- 
ilege. If the collegiate authorities will not 
rescind the obnoxious rule, or make it equally 
binding on both sexes, then the young ladies 
have the right to demand that when they violate 
it the proper partios shall be punished. As it 
stands at present, the rule is a petty humiliation, 
and places every young lady in a most mortifying 
position. If they have any spirit, they will con- 
tinue to agitate and protest until this clear 
Woman's Right is conceded.

The Springfield (Mass.) Republican devotes 
several columns to astatement of tho condi- 
tion of the tobacco crop, in which a very inter- 
esting development is made concerning the cul- 
ture of tobacco in the Connecticut Valley. It 
appears fiom this statement that the cultuge has 
been so profitable that farmers have come to 
rely upon it as their main dependence for in- 
come, without auy reference to the fact of 
glutting the market or a financial panic. The 
result is that they find themselves with two 
crops on hand, with little prospect of obtaining 
any mazkot for it, and a probability of ultimately 
obtaining very low prices for it. In addition to 
this fact, there is the other unpleacant feature 
that the tobacco is ruining the soil for 
any other crops. The Republican says: 
Perhaps 25,000 cases, containing from 325 to 
875 pounds each, would be a tolerably correct 
estimate of the amount of 1872 tobacco in the 
possession of the farmers of New England,—this, 
to the considerably larger quantipy, 
ineluding the tobacco on hand of previous years’ 
crops, in the hands of local speculators, who 
abound in every considerable tobacco-raising 
town. Now, ontop of this redundant crop of 
1872 is piled the abundant one of this year, 
which, although at this stage its qualities cap“ 
not be positively predicted, yet promises exceed- 


ingly well, indicating a good propo of 
wrappers, which will serve to restore equi- 
librium somewhat disturbed by the , of 
last year.”
